REBUKE TO TAFT’ DECISIVE. 


Roosevelt Strength Prevented Scan- 
dals Seen Elsewhere,

The former were jubilant in the belief that 
they wrested the power from Roger.“ In 
reply Mr. Sullivan said:. We will have a 
majority of precinct commiteemen in the 
county. There have been few loses.“ 

The Sullivan organization made a strong 
effort to maintain its strength. From two 
to five workers were at the polling place in 
each precinct pressing their candidate's name 
upon the voter. Early returns indicated that 
the faction which has been in power was only 
Partially successful. Whether the losses in 
some wards was large enough to bring defeat 
will not be known until later. 


Harrison Leader Defeated. 

At the Sullivan headquarters thirty-seven 
out of the forty-two precincts in the Four- 
teenth ward were claimed. It was pointed 
out that Chris McGurn, the Harrison leader 
in this ward, and candidate for precinct 
committeeman, was defeated. In an adjoin- 
ing precinct his brother, Frank McGurn, also 
lost. In the Thirteenth ward thirty-one of 
the forty-six Sullivan candidates were suc- 
cessful. 


Frank Ford, secretary of the boss, even 


went so far as to hint they might get a ma- 
jority of the committeemen in the First ward, 
the stronghold of Hinky Dink and 
* Bathhouse Coughlin, two of Harrison's 
strongest supporters. John B. Ryan, mem- 
ber of the managing committee of the Sulli- 
van campaign, was elected committeeman 
in the Thirtieth precinct. He had a majority 
of two. 


Claims Made by Factions, 

Sullivan claimed the Fourth, Fifth, Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth, and Seventeenth wards. 
The Seventeenth ward also appears in the 
list of the Harrison-Hearst combination. The 
** United Democracy claims fourteen out of 
the twenty-seven precincts. 

The Hearst-Harrison crowd claimed thir- 
teen of the thirty-five wards. They are the 
Second, Twentieth, Twenty-third; Seven- 
teenth, Tenth, Eleventh,. Twelfth, Thirty- 
fourth, Ninth, Thirty-fifth, Twenty-sixth, 
Twenty-fifth, and Bighth. 

Of this number the mayor’s headquarters 
was positive of four wards. Returns show 
that in the Ninth ward twenty of the thirty- 
three precinct committeemen were elected; 
in the Second ward thirty-five out of fifty- 
two; in the Twenty-third ward twenty-six 
out of thirty-three; in the Thirty-fifth ward 
twenty-three out of thirty-two. 


Country for Sullivan. 


The country districts, which elect 150 com- 


mitteemen, are conceded to Roger Sullivan. 

Some dissatisfaction was created in the 
Sullivan ranks by the splitting of the ticket 
in too many ways. A candidate who was 
supported in some north side wards was 
fcught on the south side. This manipulation 
may have been responsible for some loss of 
support. 

While the fight between the Democratic 
organizations centered in the election of pre- 
cinet committeemen, who will elect delegates 
to the state convention, there were hard 
fuught contests in each of the ten congres- 
sional districts for the election of state een- 
tral committeemen. Votes on these candi- 
dates were among the last to be counted and 
no returns were available up to a late hour.

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SANITARY BATHROOMS. 

HE development of house drainage 

has made the growth of cities pos- 

siblé. It is not possible to house 

more than ten people on an acte of 

ground and have them enjoy good 
health unless the toilet facilities are built 
inside the houses. 

When people began/to understand this 
and to legislate aguifst outside or yard 
toilets there was much opposition. It was 
argued that toilets in houses would in- 
crease discomfort and produce illness. In 


was a good deal of force in the argument 
and many fair minded people believed 
and accepted it. But plumbers exercised 
their inventive genius. One device scarce- 
ly got on the market until an improvement 
was crowding it out. The present state 
of the plumbing art represents practical 
perfection. 

The sanitary standards of house drain- 
age are years ahead of those of any other 
feature of the house. Even the yard 
hopper, crude as it is, is in advance of 
the ventilation, heating, lighting, or floor 
and wall construction of the houses to 
which they are attached. The high stand- 
ard of the plumbing has served to ele- 
vate other standards and to teach other 
health lessons. 

Customarily, bathroom walls have a 
hard finish, are of washable construction, 
hung with less molding, decorated with 
less claptrap and freer from dusty fool- 
ishness than of any of the other walls of 
the house. The kitchens, sitting rooms, 
and bedrooms ought to go to school to the 
bathroom. 

Another lesson taught, rather incident- 
ally but nevertheless wisely, is the advan- 
tage of having wash bowls located if close 
proximity to toilets. This arrangement 
prevents some finger-borne typhoids, some 
venereal] disease, and some other conse- 
quences. On this point, many factories, 
stores and offices could advantageously go 
to school to the bathroom. Inaccessible, 
inconvenient, uncomfortable facilities 
might as well not exist. 

And finally, the perfection of house 
drainage should and will stimulate the in- 


| ventive genius of ventilating engineers to 


solution of their problems. While im- 
proved house drainage grew in response 
to a demand that living be made safe for 
those who are crowded together, it has 
demonstrated its advantages for houses 
snrrounded by an abundance of room. 
Sanitary toilets and bathrooms in country 
houses will help to keep the country peo- 
ple from moving to the city.

OSSDHU'S destruction fire is a 
great loss, not alone to its owner, Sir 
lan Colquhoun, but also in an indirect 
sense to the entire clans of Colquhoun 
and of Luss, for it was the principal 

country seat of the Colquhouns, and was of 
all theif many places the one which they re- 
gardéd as theif ancestral home. 

The mansion just destroyed was built by 
Sir John Colquhoun, lord high chamberlain 
of Scotiand under James V. and ambassador 
to the court of Quéen Elizabeth in the reign 
of Mary, Queen of Scots. It looked out on 
to Loch Lomond, standing on @ promontory, 
fiankeé by glorious woods on either side and 
facing Ben Lomond

Sir lan Colquhoun is the twenty-seventh 
laird of Lugs and twenty-seventh chieftain 
of the great Glan of Colquhoun, of Wien cian 
there are a large number of representatives 
in thé United States and Canéda. 

The name Colquhoun has, however, been 
in many cases modified, both in pronuncia- 
tién and spelling. Thus, John C. Calhoun, 
the great secessional siatesman, bélonged to 
the clan, and other forms of the name are 
Caheon and even Coon. ä 

Thie is largely due to the fact that the 
Scotch pronunciation of the name Colquhoun 
is *“‘ Cahoon,” and it is this difference be- 
tween the manner in which the name is 
written and the pronunciation that is re- 
sponsible tor so many different ways of 
writing it. 

Pernape the oddest instance of the céfrup- 
tion of the name is that which has converted 
it into Cahns, that of a family descended 
from the Swedish branch of the Colquhouns. 

It seems that sir Alexander Oolquhoun had 
three sons, John, the first baronet, William, 
and George.

Since the name of Colquhoun is pronounced 
in Great Briain as “ Capoon,” it is not 
astonishing that in course of ume the name

A branch of these Swedish Colqthouns, or 
Gahns, directly descended from Peter Col- 
quhoun, ie now settied in America, and one 
of its members, Henrik Gahn, holds office 
under the United States government at 
Washington.

The Gahns of Sweden have for the last 
200 years made use of the armorial bearings 
of the Sootch house of Colquhoun, with the

According to another tradition, the family 
was founded by a kinsman of the old Ear!

from the earl the lands of Coichone, or Colqu- 
houn, within the earldom, adopting for him- 
self and for his descendants the name of the 
lands as their patronymic. '

Sir Ian Colquhoun, the thirty-seventh 
chieftain of the clan, still has charters con- 
taining the grant of the lands of Colquhoun 
in Dumbartonshire bearing the signature of 
King Robert Bruce Luss, in the county of 
Dumbarton, which are yet in the possession 
of the family, which came to it through mar- 
tTiage, in the reign of David IL, and from 
that time forth the chief of the Colquhouns 
has always been known as the Laird of Luss 

Every reader of the novels of Sir Walter 
Scott will recall that Sir Humphrey Colqu- 
houn, the twelfth Laird of Luss, and fifth 
baronet, figures as the principal foe or Rob 
Roy in the Waverley novel of that name:

While Sir lan Oha bin is extremely rich 
and will not suffer to any extent financially 
from the burning of Rossdhu, no other of 
his country seats can ‘possess for him the 
same family assdciations, and it was there 
that all the family treasures and relics were 
preserved. Among them was an old medieval 
heirloom recovered 4 few years ago under 
singular cifcumstances. A member of the 
clan rowing on Loch Lomond, not far from 
the shore, saw something bright glittering 
beneath, in the gravel bottem of the lake, 
the waters of which are wonderiully clear. 
Being a good swimmer he dived for it and 
brought up a curiously chased silver box, 
with the inscription inside: 

Il love thee as my wyffe, 
Pu keepe thee as my lyfte.”’ 

Gazing down again the swimmer thought 
he saw another shining Object, and on the 
chance of it dived again and brought up the 
lid of the box, which showed that the owner 
had been Sir James Colquhoun, who was 
drowned in December, 1878, while returning 
from the beautiful island ot Inch Lonaig, 
the Colduhoun deer preserve in the lake. 
The boat wae heavily laden with deer, and 
sinking in a sudden storm was never seen 
again, nor even the bodies of Sir James and 
his attendants recovered. This box, which 
dated from the Stuart times, was highly 
treasured by Sir James Colquhoun, who al- 
Ways carried it with him as a sort of talis- 
man.

STEEL TRUST AND DEEP WATER. 
Muskogee, Okla., April 6.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I— The recent issue of the American 
Year Book reports that in the year 1911 
$22,457,012 was expended by the government 
on the rivers and harbors of the country. 

Under the head of river improvement are 
mentioned nine principal projecte on which 
the federal government expended a large 
part of this great sum of money—at Sault 
Ste. Marie, the Detroit river, Ashtabula river 
and harbor, the Ohio river, the Mississippi 
river, the Cumberland river, the Tennessee 
river (two projects), Black Warrior, War- 
rior, and Tombigbee rivers in Alabama. 

Take away from the list the Mississippi! 
river and all the improvements mentioned 
facilitate and cheapen the transportation of 
the raw materials used by the steel trust 
ore and coal. 

To the friends of the Chicago harbor, lakes- 
to-the-gulf deep waterway, and other proj- 
ects, who have been besieging congress to 
improve waterways that do not act as feed- 
ers to the steel trust, it would be interesting 
to know what arguments secured for the for- 
tunate waterways mentioned such prompt 
congressional assistance, apparetttly with 
only a fraction of the popular ¢lamor by 
which less successful suppliants have ex- 
pressed their wishes.

When 
he shoots a fleeing man in the back and kills 
him, the officer does What no judge, or court, 
or legislature ever assumes the right or 
power to do—the right to take a human 
Ute on mere suspicion, or for some petty 
offense, or for simply flouting the authority 
of his majesty a policeman. 

There is no more horrible feature of our 
times than these brutal and cowardly shoot- 
ings by policemen, so often mentioned in 
the newspapers. It is surprising that some 
state’s attorney or other person in authority 
hes not long before now taken steps to 
make an example of one of these reckless 
official murderers, and thus put a stop to 
such bloody work.

The speech was delivered in Exposition 
hall before a@ large crowd, which gave the 
colonel a demonstrative welcome. It was 
one of two epeeches which he made in Pitts- 
burgh today, the first being a talk on the wel- 
fare of women and children at the Tree of 
Life synagogue. The former president spent 
most of the day in résting and dictating 
speechés at his hotel. 

Two days of hard campalening are before 
Col. Roosevelt. At 8:50 o'clock tomorrow 
morning he will depart from Pittsburgh. 


Pledges Aid to Workmen. 

In his speech here tonight Col. Roosevelt 
said: 

““ We intend to have a workman's compen- 
sation law for the union and for every state 
of the union. If the legislatures will not 
give us the laws, we intend to change the 
mind of the legislators or else change the 
legisiatore themselves.

LAND HERE WORTH $1,481,000 
GIVEN TO BOSTON MUSEUM. 


Francis Bartlett Donor of Valuable 
Tract—Location of Holdings Proves 
to Be Mystery. 


Boston, Mass., April 9.—A gift of $1,481,000 
for the purchase of works of art was made 
to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts today 
by Francis Bartlett of this city. It is in 
the form of real estate situated at North 
State street and Déarborn avenue in Chi- 
cago. 

The net ground rental from this property, 
which is under lease to tenants for 198 years, 
amounts to $50,000 annually for the first five 
years; $5,000 annually for the next twenty 
years, and $00,000 annually for the next 
173 years. 

It is the second gift made to the museum 
by Mr. Bartlett, his first being a collection 
of classical antiquities valued at more than 
$1,000,000. 


There is no such locality in Chicago as 
that mentioned above. When this fact was 
communicated to Mr. Bartlett in Boston, he 
refused to give the exact spot ocoupled by 
the property in question.

The resolution is significant, coming as it 
does close upon the heels of the statement 
made a few days ago by Representative 
Randell of Texas that nine-tenths of the 
members of congress are in the employ of 
some interest or subject to ome influence,” 

The Lindbergh resolution, which was re- 
ferred to the committee on rules, provides 
as follows: : 

“That within ten days of the passage of 
this resdlution each member of the house of 
representatives shall file with the clerk of 
the house a signed statement showing the

Rejects Love of Teacher. 

Parma was smitten by her beauty and the 
love for her that developed then never fal- 
tered. But Miss Conners met a young Eng- 
lishman and fell in love with him, and two 
years after coming to New York told Prof. 
Parma that she was going to London to 
marry this young man. 

But it.was only a few months after the 
young woman had gone to London that 
she wandered into his home one day and 
told him she was going to stay. As near as 
Parma could get at it the young English- 
man had deceived the girl, and from that 
time on her mind was apparently a complete 
blank. She knew Prof. Parma and his 
friends, but she never spoke his name. 


Devoted to Insane Girl. 

Prof. Parma said he could not bear to be 
separated from Clara. Twelve years ago Mrs, 
Gray came to New York and she says at that 
time Miss Conners was in the habit of going 
out with Prof. Parma. They went to restau- 
rants together and even to the theater. Clara 
never gave any trouble except once. That 
Was seven yearsago. The professor and Miss 
Conners had been at the Gray home during 
the evening, and in some way the woman got 
away. She was lost for four days and was 
found in Bellevue hospital by Mrs. Gray and 
Mrs. Langdon.

On these he said $57,000 had ac- 
crued in 1911. He drew that money, he said 
and turned it over to the committee.

Looking steadily at the jury and speaking 
firmly, loudly, and rapidly, Lewis, the last 
witness for himself, explained in detail his 
dream of making the Lewis Publishing com- 
pany the greatest in the world and Univer- 
sity City the center of activities of interna- 
tional extent.

Southerner Says it Affords Protection 


to Market.. 


Washington, D. G., April 9.—Government 
supervision of grain and cotton exchanges 
as.the relief from violent fluctuation in prices 


of commodities and the safeguard against 


universal speculation and gambling — 
proposed today by W. B. Thompson, f 
president of the New Orleans stock soa 
change 

Mr. Thompson appeared before the house 
committee on agriculture in opposition to 
the anti-option bills. 

“I believe you should’ standardize the 
business’ methods of dealing in cotton as 
well as the grades of cotton,” he said. “If 
the exchanges will not adopt your cotton 
grades I believe this would be a proper field 
for legislation.”’ ' i 


Future Trading as Protection. 

He contended that future buying and soll- 
ing afforded the cotton dealers the * hedg- 
ing” facilities needed to protect the cotton 
market. 

He said this protection extended to beth 
grower and spinner of cotton, and he pre- 
dicted an absolate destruction of the busi- 
ness if the exchanges were closed by me 
bills now pending.
